1. On 15 August 1950 the British Port Control Office in Hong Xong advised the 


hetropolitaa Commercial Company (.ETCO)*, Hong Kong represeatative of 
MORTRANS, that a harbor officer would be detailed to the 55 AzOV** on 

18 August 1950 to supervise moving the vessel from B20 Buoy to another 
anchorage, since it wes claimed that the Azov had oacupied the anchorage 
too long. ‘This was interpreted on the AZOV as an invitation to leave Hong 
Kong. 


z- Captain Sergeyev of the AZOV is unwilling to leave and claims that the 
vessel's engines are still unfit for sailing. He wishes to remain in Hong 
hong as long as possible and not proceed to Vladivostok as ordered**% 


3. On 12 August 1950 the Korean boatswain on the AZOV, KIN Hak Ki, committed 
suicide. Captain Sergeyev stated privately that the reason for this was 
Kiv's belief that his entire family in donaa, North Koréa, had been killed 
in IN air raids, Captain Sergeyev was questioned on shipboard and at 
Police Headquarters on 14 August, but was apparently cleared. KIi was 
cremated on 15 August 1950. 
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
